afternoon between the hours of five 
and six o'clock, and today the young 
woman is suffering greatly jfrom ner- 
ous shock, although she has sustained 
no physical injury.

any service, as the whole thing hap- 
pened in lesB -than half an hour. An 
Advocate reporter called at the Fre- 
iner home-Monday morning, and after 
much, persuasion induced the young 
woman ,to come down stairs and tell 
her story In a straightforward and 
apparently truthful manner.

Miss Frender is a beautiful girl of 


face and figure and her manner clearly 
indicated that she now realized that 
she had made a terrible mistake in at- 
tempting to end her young life, which 
is just opening to possibilities of suc- 
cess and happiness. 


She said: 
"I am 17 years old and live at home 


with my parents. 
We have lived in 


Newark since last August. 
Soon af- 


ter we came here I mat Boy Dickin- 
son, a young man several years older 
than I, and he (soon became my regu- 
lar company. 
To this my parents ob- 


jected-,-but I can't tell for what reason. 
Boy appeared to care very much, for 
me and I returned his affection, and 
but for parental objections we could 
have been happy. 


"On Sunday atfternoon 
my sister, 


Carrie, Boy Dickinson, another young 
man and myself had arranged to take 
a walk. 
1 was at my brother's Clar- 


ence Freiner's across the street, with 
whom I have been spending much of 
my time, working Mlor him and 
his 


family. " Boy came .there but the oth- 
er young man. did not appear. We 
were getting ready to start and Carrie 
ran across the street to get her hat. 
She returned and we were about to 
start when my father came across and 
forbid my going. We had a few words 
and father began abusing Boy, who 
turned and went home. 
My father 


kept talking in a loud and .threaten- 
ing manner and finally took hold of 
me and tried to force me home and in- 
to the honise. 
He finally let me go 


and I started for the creek, which is 
;-,bout a quarter of a mile from home. 
My sister Carrie, followed 
m-e, 
at- 


tempting to persuade me to come back, 
but I kept on, filled with mortifica- 
tion, wounded pride, and love which 
was being thwarted. I was determ- 
ined to end all and after I got acr-oss 
the railroad tracks I ran to the bank 
and plunged into the creek. 


"That is all I remember until I was 


pulled out by Mr. Sinsabaugh 
and 


brought home." 


Ai-ked as to her motive for such a 


rash deed, Miss Freiner 
burst 
into 


tear?, and said she feared people 
would talk about her after the scene 
.•with her father. She was penitent and 
said she had no desire .to repeat her 
experience, but nevertheles€B her fam- 
ily feel great uneasiness. 


The father of the girl went to Short 


Creek, W. Va., near Wheeling, where 
he is employed as a general foreman 
by the F. H. Blodgett company, of 


this city, last April, and Sunday was 
tKe first time he had been home since. 
He left Sunday night for Short Creek. 


Mrs. Ira Sinsabaugh, wife of the 


man who rescued Miss Freiner said 
that her husband was coming^home 
when he passed Julia and her sister. 
As he was about to go into his home 
some one suggested ithat he follow the 
girl as she had threatened to take her 
Hfe. 
He did so, and making a short 


cut heard her splash in the water. By 
the time he got to her she had already 
gone down twice. Charlie Lyle, a 16 
year old 'boy, had* plunged in- after the 
desperate 
young woman, and had 


hold of her but could not rescue her. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh went to his assistance 
and she was soon brought to shore. 


She quickly revived and fought des- 


perately to get back to the water, but 
\vas forcibly prevented, and taken 
home. 


Mr?. Freiner, mother of the girl, is 


nearly heartbroken over her daugh- 
ter's rash act. 


She said that her husband and she 


objected to

It* Development IProiu the Fir«t In- 


animate Object Carried Aloft on a 
Staff—Dear to the Hearts of Fight- 
era In All Age* and Nation*. 
Where in the whole world is another 


thing meaningless in itself that has sig- 
nified so much or served so greatly in 
the dramas of national life as the flag? 
asks the London Globe. 


Ope tradition says the- Saracens first 


carried an orthodox standard into bat- 
tle and thus gave the idea, as they gave

ibviously the flag is far older than this, 
nd it is interesting to note its develop- 
ment from the first inanimate object 
)orne aloft on a staff so as to be gener* 
Hy visible down to the complicated 
slazonry of a royal banner in our own 
ages. The Egyptians thus carried be- 
ore their hosts the figure of a sacred 
animal on a spear, and the Assyrians, 
as their carvings.tell UN inspired the 
lopes and centered the attentions of 
heir soldiers in the snine way. The 
•oyal standard of the Persians for 
many centuries was a blacksmith's 
apron, and it is said a local prince in 
passing a hermit's coll on the way to 
Kittle one morning aMv"d the inmate 
for his blessiug-or something express- 
ve to put on that artlr-s cognizance. 
The hermit, possibly a little touchy, as 
even saints will be when disturbed at 
breakfast time, threw the chieftain the 
flat, round cake he -was eating, which 
was duly added to the apron; hence the 
Persian "sun." The lion was an obvi- 
ous afterthought. The Turks used a 
horse's tail, the rank of a pasha being 
known by the number of tails he car- 
ried, and probably this suggested the 
much bifurcated pennon of early west- 
ern chivalry familiar to every one who 
has studied the Baveux tapestry or ear- 
ly illuminated missals. 


In the middle ages, devoted to dis- 


play and military arrogance, the flag 
stood in relationship to the great cap- 
tain's array as. his personal armor 
stood to himself; it insured recognition 
in the melee and supplied a rallying 
point for the fighters such as nothing 
else could have done. This led to an 
etiquette of flags which apportioned 
shape and size to every rank of the 
peerage, from the royal standard itself 
down through a varied array of ban- 
ners, gonfalons, pennons, ensigns and 
other "tits of red rag," and kept the 
heralds' college busy, besides supply- 
ing the poets with admirable local col- 
oring for their battle pieces: Does not 
Scott tell us in some famous lines: 


Then fell that spotless banner white, 


Lord Howard's lion fell; 
But still Lord Marmion's falcon flew 
•With wavering flight, while fiercer grew

Here, it will be noted, the whole gist 


and point of the fight centers in the 
pennons of the leaders, and of the same 
vital importance of the flag there are 
innumerable instances in mediaeval lit- 
erature.

TO IMPRINT THUMBS. 


Important Addition to the Bertillon 


System at Auburn, X. Y. 


Imprints of the thumbs, fingers and 


palms of all the prisoners noav in the 
state prison at Auburn, N. Y., and of 
those hereafter received are to be 
made and kept on record, says the 
New York World. This is considered 
an important addition to the Bertillon 
system, as many criminals have been 
traced and apprehended through rec- 
ords of similar imprints in countries 
where it is in use. 


Each prisoner will first place his 


thumb on a sheet of paper covered with 
printer's ink. Tbe imprint of the inked 
thumb will then be made on a clean 
sheet of paper. Each finger will be 
separately taken, and the the impres- 
sion of both hands laid flat will be 
made.

Are Oftentimes tlte Cause 


Collisions at 
Sea. 


Speaking of collisions at sea, a sea 


captain recently ^said: 


"I think I can explain the cause of 


many collisions which otherwise seem 
to be mysterious. They arise from the 
fact that green and red are comple- 
mentary colors. Every ship under way 
carries at night a red light burning on 
her left or port side and a green light 
burning on her right or starboard side. 
Yet vessels go crashing into each other 
upon nights when these lights must be 
plainly visible from their decks. And 
when the case comes up in court and 
an effort is made to establish tbe 
blame of the accident honest men 
swear directly opposite to each other 
and believe they are telling the truth. 


"The captain of one ship, for in- 


stance, will swear that he saw a red 
light on his port bow and held his 
course. A little later he saw a green 
light there, starboarded his helm, and 
the collision followed. The men on the 
other ship swear that where tbe cap- 
tain says be saw a green light a red 
light was burning. 


"Xow, how does this happen? It hap- 


pens this way: The captain looks for 
awhile intently at the red light on the 
other vessel. Then for some reason he 
changes .his line of vision, probably 
due to a bulging sail above the light,

Setting aside questions of peusonal 


politics, ;t seems to us from an unpre- 
judiced standpoint that Senator Hanna 
is im the right in opposing an indorse- 
ment of Roosevelt for the presidential 
Domination by the State convention 
this year. 
It its a snap proceeding, 


•this proposed indorsement a year in 
advance of the usual time for such po- 
litical strategy. 
It also proposes to 


ibind the convention, of next year, 
which, of course is a silly proceeding. 
Next year's State convention, which 
will elect National delegates, is the 
proper and legitimate body to make 
declaration on the presidential ques- 
tion. 
This snap proceeding indicates 


an anxiety on the part of the Roose- 
velt office holders, and the chapter of 
accidents'always in reserve may dis- 
close something prejudicial to the too 
""strenuous" candidate. 
There is no 


doubt that Roosevelt will get the del- 
egates amd instructions from. Ohio next 
year, but the haste to pledge them this 
year is a disgusting proceeding. 


" The President's California speeches 
concerning the future domination of 
the Pacific ocean by the United States 
have been widely discussed and var- 
ious interpretations have been placed 
upon them. The talk about dominat- 
ing oceans' is, of course, largely fus- 
tian, unless one really means that the 
countries surrounding those oceans 
must be dominated. 
We may, with 


' creat credit to ourselves, seek the pre- 


miership in the world's 
trade, and 


may the fates speed us in achieving 
that destiny. 
Dominating oceans is 


another thing. Ancient Rome domin- 
ated the Mediterranean. But no one 
power will ever dominate the Atlantic 
and no one power will ever dominate 
the Pacific.

immigration proceeded from those por- 
tions of pastern and southern Europe

numbers of illiterate alien- into our 
great cities this country would not 
now enjoy its present civilization^ 


The occupation of those who are now 


coming here and the portions of the 
country to which they proceed are 
roughly stated as follows: Out of 700,- 
000 who arrived last year about 3,000 
were professional, 30,000 «cre skilled 
workmen, 420,000 were unskilled la- 
borers and 100,000 were \\oinen and 
children with no occupation. 


Seventy per cent intended to settle 


iu New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania and Massachusetts. 
New York 


state alone received over 200,000. Con- 


west and about 2 per cent «outh. The 
statistics show, and it is a well known 
fact, that the great stream of immi- 
gration today is a city immigration, 
and that the bulk of the immigrants do 
not iro, and cannot be ursed to go, into 
the unsettled parts of the United States 
for the purpose of developing them. 


The pauper statistics show that about 


thirty aliens out of every lo.itOO become 
objects of charity, whereas in the case 
of the native born, both white and 
colored, only nine out of every 10,000 
persons become such. 


It is probably true that the United 


States needs all the ablebodied and 
intelligent laborers that it can procure, 
and at the present time no steps should 
be taken which will result in prevent- 
ing such people from coming here. On 
the contrary we must strn e to so keep 
out those who are below a certain 
grade of intellectual and economic fit- 
ness. 


Germany and England have a large 


surplus population, and yet these coun- 
tries are sending us but few immi- 
grants. The commissioner says he does 
not attempt to answer fully the eco- 
nomic question suggested by these 
facts, but suggests that the present 
large influx of -undesirable and unin- 
telligent people from southern and 
eastern Europe may be at least one 
of the reasons why we do not get the 
better labor that used formerly to 
come here. The indiscriminate cry for 
additional labor is today largely the 
cry for the cheapest labor of Europe 
and Mexico, the presence 
of which 


tends to cheapen our standards, to 
drive out American laborers and keep 
the best European laborers from com- 
ing here. 


The commissioner cites 
repulsive 


physical conditions which have led 
Health Commissioner Lederle to refuse 
any longer to receive immigrants with 
contagious diseases in the city hos- 
pitals (notwithstanding 
the receipts 


from this source amounted to $25,000 
per year) aad says: "In view of these 
facts and of the wretched appearance 
and absolute poverty of a considerable 
number of the aliens who arrived in 
this country during the fiscal year end- 
ing June, 1902, I think you will be 
somewhat shocked to learn that less 
than four-fifths of 1 per cent of these 
aliens were excluded, and you will 
agree with me that this percentage 
did not afford the country the neces- 
sary protection."

Kansas will need 6,875 more harvest 


hands this year than have ever been 
called for since the state free employ- 
ment bureau was established, says the 
Kansas City Star. The total number 
which will be needed to harvest the 
wheat crop, according to reports from 
township trustees, county clerks and 
grain dealers, compiled by T. B. Ge- 
row, director of the free employment 
bureau, is 1C.S75. Conditions 'have 
changed to such an extent since the 
big crop of 1901 that all the harvest 
hands called for this year must come 
from outside the state. 


In 1901 the drought affected the. corn 


and other crops so that the Kansas 
counties outside the wheat belt were 
able to supply nearly all of the 10.000 
men needed.

Hngre Stones From the Moon, 


In a catalogue of Mexican meteorites 


prepared by M. Antonio del Castillo 
one mass is mentioned which exploded 
in the air and fell in widely dispersed 
fragments, portions of it being found 
in three places at the angles of a tri- 
angle whose two longer sides were 
some fifty-five and thirty-five miles in 
length. 
In one of these places two 


plates of stone were discovered, lying 
about 250 yards apart, which had evi- 
dently once formed one huge block.

Dutehess County Agriculturists For- 


•alte General Farming* Finding It 
Profitable to Raise the Benatifnl 
Flower — Tiro Towns Experience 
BOOTH That Keeps Carpenters Bosyi 
Building Greenhouses. 
Northern Dutchess county, In 


York state, has discovered m the grow- 
ing of violets an indufetry so profitable 
that farmers are devoting their time to 
raising the fkn\ er instead of the crops 
to which the fields have been accus- 
tomed for generations,-says the New 
York Herald. 


Carpenters are constantly busy build- 


ing violet houses. It was only a few 
yeavs ago that the discovery was made" 
tha- the soil in the to\\ns of Red Hook 
and Klunebcck was peculiarly adapted 
to violet culture, but now the finest 
violets sold in New York come troni 
there. 


More than 123 violet houses, nearly 


all built within two years, are already 
being operated, and dozens more ave 
being built. It is .estimated that the 
sale of -\ iolets in the two towns in tbe 
season just ended exceeded $200,000. 
The violet season is from Thanksgiv- 
ing to Easter. 


During last season so many boxes of 


cut flowers were shipped to New York 
on a certain train that it became 
known as the "violet express" every- 
where p'ong the New York Central 
roa-d. The demand for the violets was 
so great in New York that the growers 
could not nearly fill it and the prices 
brought a prodt that lifted mortgages, 
when there were any, faster than any- 
thing ever before known in Dutchess 
county. 


The banks in both Red Hook and 


Rhinebeck are enjoying the general 
prosperity the violet -industry 
has 


brought, for their deposits have been 
increased by many thousands of dol- 
lars. Very little capital- is needed in 
launching a violet grower, as a house, 
at the present prices of violets, pays 
for itself in a single season. 


Two growers in the village of Red 


Hook, James S. Armstrong and John 
H. Coon, from one shipment from their 
houses on Good Friday received §800. 


News of such receipts as this And of 


others as great or greater has Spited 
the people almost as much as would 
the discovery of a gold mine* in the 
neighborhood. 
So great is the confi- 


dence in the stability of the business 
that many persons are starting into it 
practically on credit. More than one 
grower who bnilt a bouse ori notes a 
year ago now owns it and is enjoying 
clear profits. 


While it is comparatively easy to 


build a violet bouse,' the successful 
growing of the popular flowers is an- 
other matter. Men who have learned

Maine Men Soflereil Hardships t* 


Carry Dead Friead to Civilization. 
John Francis Haggcrty, aged twen- 


ty-six, of Bangor, Me, Mt home on 
March 28 to work ou Lawley Bros/ 
log drive on the''Al!<'?nsh river and 
soon after arriving at the scone of 
operations fell sick and died in a few 
days, says the New York World. 


When Haggerty died the boss of the 


drive, it is said, directed James Bell 
and Daniel Malloy of Ranger, two of 
Haggerty's friends, to bury the body 
Immediately in the woods and lose no 
time from work. The men refused to 
do this and, abandonini; their jobs on 
the drive, started to luing their dead 
chum's body out to ci\ ilizution. 
The 


body was placed in a canoe and the 
long journey begun, but the river was 
so swift and full of rocks that in order 
to prevent capsizing the canoe Bell 
and Malloy were obllgt-d to get out and 
wade in the icy water up to their 
waists. 


In this way they puMicd the canoe 


with its ghastly freight twenty-three 
miles down the Allegash, after which 
they struck into the woods on the way 
to Fatten, Bell carrying the canoe 
five miles to the nearest water, while 
Malloy carried the corpse on his shoul- 
der. 


They finally accomplished the twen- 


ty-five miles to Patten, after a day on 
the river and a night in the woods, 
during which time.ttej took turns at 
sleeping and -watching their burden. 
When they reached Patten they were 
so weak that they foil at the hotel 
door, having had nothing to eat for 
thirty-six hours and having traveled 
forty-eight miles with the body of their 
friend. The body has reached Bangor, 
and Bell and Malloy have gone back 
to the drive.

against, says the Xe-sr'York Times. The 
first Is a menace to lite, while the latter 
has a capacity for making its victim 
extremely uncomfortable. According 
to the city health department officials, 
the air is laden -with germ bearing 
dust 


"To avoid dust pneumonia," said Dr. 


W. K. Jaques, director of tho-ohemical 
laboratory, "stay out of dust as much 
as possible. Prevent dust from enter- 
ing the room. A cheesecloth screen 
stretched over the window will keep 
out the dust." 
Rose fever attacks 


those Tvlio visit localities where great 
numbers of roses are in bloom. Pollen 
from the flowers enters the eyes and 
nose and produces painful irritation. 


"There are other causes of this dis- 


ease," Dr. Jaques explained. "There 
are not enough roses in Chicago to af- 
fect the masses, but the pollen from 
fruit trees has a similar capacity to ir- 
ritate. Persons susceptible to hay fe- 
ver in August are likely to contract the 
disease. 
A number of Chicago resi- 


dents -who have just returned from 
New Orleans contracted the rose fever 
there."

Pocket picking is the latest industry 


to pass into the hands of the octopus,

Their Modes of Movement. 


It is in the twining plants, such a* 


bryony and hop, and the tendril bear- 
ers, like vetches, that we find the high' 
est development of the climbing habit. 
Tbese plants live under unusual condi- 
tions. In order to gain the light they 
must seek rather than avoid overhang- 
ing foliage, and so we find the vetches, 
instead of turning away from the shad- 
ow towtrd the light, like most of their 


j neighbors, boldly pushing up into the 
center of a bush to burst into blossom 
amid its upper branches far above 
their less daring neighbors. 


But it is in the leaves of these plants 


that we find the most remarkable mod- 
ifications adapting them to a climbing 
habit. The leaves of the vetches and 
vetchlings are pinnate—they bear a 
number of opposite ovate leaflets. The 
tip of the leaf stalk and the uppermost 
pair of pinuse are in the climbing spe- 
cies changed into tendrils—sensitive, 
twining, wbiplike structures—which ex- 
hibit remarkable features. If the slight- 
ly curved, extended tendril of a young 
leaf of poa or vetch be watched care- 
fully it will be found that it is slowly 
but incessantly moving round and 
round in a circle. If the tendril comes 
Into contact with a. twig it bends to- 
ward it and eventually takes several 
turns around it Kven a slight tempo- 
rary irritation is sufficient to cause a 
bending toward any side. 


Finally the tendril becomes woody 


and strong and forms u secure anchor 
cable for the plant. Not only does the 
young tendril rotate, but the whole leaf 
on which it is borne is in constant mo- 
tion. The shoot to which tlie leaf be- 
longs is rotating nlso, so that the ten- 
dril is sweeping the air with a compli- 
cated motion, in the course of which it 
is almost sure to strike against some 
stein or twig of the surrounding vege- 
tation.—Knowledge.

statements of Count Cassini, the Rus- 
sian ambassador, in a recent interview 
given out by him, which Dr. Adler 
treated as an authoritative utterance, 
says a Washington special dispatch to 
the New York Times. Quoting the dec- 
laration of the ambassador that "the 
unfriendly attitude toward the Jews is 
due to the fact .that they will not work 
in the field or engage in agriculture," 
Dr. Adler said: 


"In 1890 there were more than 100,- 


000 Jews in Russia engaged in agricul- 
ture, the larger portion of them being 
in southern Russia. It is true that the 
tendency toward agriculture on the 
part of the Jews in Russia has been ar- 
rested, but this has not been since 1891, 
when the May laws of 1882 put a stop 
to the migration of the Jewish inhabit- 
ants of towns into the villages. It is 


ot generous for a country to prevent 
ews from living in. an agricultural 
ommunity and then blame them for 
ot being farmers. 


Count Cassini next charges the Jews 


n Russia with being bankers and mon- 
y brokers and - taking advantage of 
tie Russian peasants in this way. He 
vill probably not be inclined to assert 
that any really large percentage of the 
more than 5,000,000 Jews in Russia are 


ankers and brokers. Moreover, the ill 
eeling which he describes as existing 
ietween them and the peasants does 
not apply to this particular incident at 
ssue. 
Kishineff is a town of about 


40,000 inhabitants, so that the ques- 
ion of the fury of the villagers would 
.ardly come into the discussion. 
"Since the ambassador makes a great 


>oint of the unwillingness of the Jews 
o engage in agricultural pursuits, and 
since he proclaims the failure of the 
agricultural colonies, it might be in- 
:eresting for him to know that in 1889 
here were 278 Jewish agricultural 
colonies in Russia, in which were em- 
ployed (53,223 people. 


"The ambassador states that the 


Jewish genius is appreciated in Rus- 
sia and the Jewish artist honored. The 
May laws, to which reference has been 
made, restricts the number of Jewish 
students at the universities and gym- 
nasiums, carrying these restrictions 
even to private technical schools estab- 
ished by the Jews themselves. Jews 
were forbidden to be army doctors, the 
college for veterinary surgeons was 
closed to them, they were prevented 
Trom acting as 
engineers, excluded 


"rorn the civil service and only allowed 
:o become members of the legal pro- 
fession upon a special permit from the 
minister of justice. 
. 


"One of the reasons mentioned by 


the ambassador for the hostility on 
the part of the Russians is the un- 
willingness of the Jevis to assimilate. 
One single incident indicating where 
the fault lies may be mentioned. The 
last figures available to me for the 
recruits in the Russian army are those 
for 189G, which show that during that 
year 15,831 were drafted in the Rus- 
sian army, yet none of them upon any 
account is allowed to become a com- 
missioned officer. 
The Russian Jew 


has, however, the privilege of being 
killed in defense of bis country. It is 
thus shown from a hasty examination 
of the interview of the ambassador 
that he has in no case given an ac- 
curate statement of the causes produc- 
ing the riot at Kisbineffi under discus- 
sion, and one is led to the painful con- 
clusion that he either is unacquainted 
•with affairs in his own country or that 
he willfully intended to mislead the 
American people.

the public to know how the particular 
massacre was brought about A few 
days before the Passover a Russian 
disappeared in Dubossari. The rumor 
spread thtt he had been billed by the 
Jews for ritual purposes. 
His body 


was examined and the conclusion 
reached that his death could not have 
been encompassed for the purpose of 
securing his blood. Notwithstanding, 
a Russian paper published at Kishineff, 
called the Bessarabyetz, published in- 
flammatory articles against the Jews, 
"and especially one just before the Rus- 
sian Easter Sunday, and it was upon 
this day, and largely after leaving the 
church, that the Russians began to at- 
tack the Jews. There seems, therefore, 
to be a much closer connection between 
religious hatred and those riots than 
between them and the economic causes 
wh'ch the ambassador threw out. 
; "It may not be amiss in this connec- 
tion to say, what is no doubt fresh in 
the minds of many American citizens, 
that no foreign Jew may enter the 
Russian empire for purposes of travel 
Without subjecting himself to extraor- 
dinary restrictions, nor without agree- 
ing to leave the country within a defi- 
nite period. Such a restriction would 
even apply to a member of congress or 
of the British parliament or of the 
•Italian cabinet, if a Jew. Something 
other than economic reasons enter 
here." 


SCHOOLMA'AMS CONQUER. 


How Progress ol Public School-Sys- 


tem In Philippines Is Succeeding. 
There is testimony that education in 


the Philippines under American aus- 
pices is going on more successfully 
than recent adverse reports would im- 
ply. The thousand American teachers 
there, assisted by 3,400 native auxil- 
iaries, carry on 2,250 day, evening and 
high schools, with an enrollment in 
round numbers of a quarter of a mil- 
lion scholars, practically all of them 
eager to learn the English language as 
the basis of their school training and 
educational and social outfit. The re- 
port that there was opposition to this 
and a clinging torthe Spanish speech 
on the part of pupils and parents as 
the only one needful turns out to be 
merely moonshine. 


F. W. Nash, writing from Manila In 


the Educational Review, says that 
perhaps the best illustration of the 
advancement made in English educa- 
tion within the last two or three years 
is the fact thatr thousands of Fili- 
pino students wild had never heard a 
word of that tongue three years ago 
are today able to receive in it instruc- 
tion in the common school branches 
and to employ it .freely in their con- 
versation. 
Two years ago there were 


less than 200 native teachers who could 
give any instruction in English; today 
there are more than 2,000 actually 
teaching in this language and daily 
putting in practice-methods and ideas 
learned in the American taught nor- 
mal schools and from American teach- 
ers.

Minnesota Entomologist Invents Kew 


JHixtnre to Destroy Pest*. 


F. L. Washbnrn, Minnesota state en- 


tomologist at the agricultural experi- 
ment station at St. Anthony park, has 
issued a pamphlet describing a new 
remedy for grasshoppers, says a St 
Paul "special to the Chicago 
Inter 


Ocean. He calls the new remedy the 
Griddle mixture, and he says that the 
difference between this poisoned bait 
and others consists in the substitution 
of refuse for the bran so commonly 
used. 


This mixture is made of- one part- 


paris green, two parts salt and forty 
parts refuse. Enough water should be 
added to make it soft without being 
sloppy. It should be scattered about 
the fields well in quantity according 
to the number of grasshoppers. It is 
most effective when fresh, but will do 
excellent work when several weeks 
old, even after being washed by- rain.
